Police chief

Edmonton’s police chief is wor¬ 
ried about a lack of resources 
downtown with Rogers Place 
arena opening next month. 

Chief Rod Knecht said Thurs¬ 
day he is “not entirely comfort¬ 
able’' with the dQ officers he is 
able to add to the area, winch 
will mean about seven or eight 
on the ground at a time. 

“You have an event where 
you may have 30, 40, 50, 60,000 
people at it. Seven more police 
officers — 1 don't know if it 
makes a big dent." he SEtid. “So 
are we concerned? Yes we are." 

He raid the Edmonton Police 


Service has a plan that will 
evolve as things play out in the 
district. Some officers will be 
pulled from other areas of the 
city, and more will be used on 
event nights. 

Police hope to open a com¬ 
munity station in the district 
using private sector dollars, 
and Knecht raid he is currently 
in conversation with people 
who are willing to work with 
police to get it done. 

“We certainly don't have the 
budget for a storefront in the 
arena district * he said. 

Rogers Place security direc¬ 
tor Kevin Kobi said he is confi¬ 
dent in his team’s relationship 
with the police and their ability 
to keep the area safe.

Not only are Edmontonians mote 
in debt than people in almost 
evesy dty in the country, the num¬ 
ber of people missing their pay¬ 
ments has jumped dramatically, 
according to new data. 

New r numbers from credit 
agency Equifax showed that only 
Calgarians hiid higher debt levels 
than Edmontonians, who owe an 
average of £26,691, not including 
mortgages. It also showed that 
over the last year the number of 
people who are mote than three 
months behind on their payments 
has increased 39 per cent. 

Freida Richer, an insolvency 
trustee with Giant Thornton in 
Edmonton, said those numbers 
are stunning, but sadly in line 
with the number of people she 
has seen walking through her 
doors. “For the month of May 
and June we had record numbers 
of filings when we compared it 
to the last five years." she said.. 

Richer said Albertans have al¬ 
ways racked up debts when dines 
are good and then struggled to 
pay them when the economy 
turned sideways. 

“Alberta was the kmd of con¬ 
sumer optimism. We lend the way 
in terms of economic growth, 
there was low unemployment 
rates and of course people were 
spending more" she said. 

She said for many people sev¬ 
erance packages or employment 
insurance payments are tunning 
out and that makes it difficult 
to get by.

Old Strathcona police station 
among community closures 


The era of the commonity 
police station is coming to 
an end. 

Edmonton Police Service 
Chief Rod Knecht said the 
storefront stations are no long¬ 
er being used and police will 
shut down I heir Old StTath- 
cona and Namao locations at 
the end of this month, with 


more to follow.. 

"In some of these commun¬ 
ity stations we're getting four 
to eight visitors a day. And 
I'll be quite frank, sometimes 
those are the same visitors day 
after day and it's, just people 
that want to drop in and have a 
coffee," Knecht said Thursday. 

“They’re just not proving

their worth over time. (They 
were a I great concept in the 
r SOs and early '90sT 

The move comes largely in 
response to a 53 per cent in¬ 
crease in online reporting this 
year, as well as a public sur¬ 
vey showing residents wanted 
more opportunities to report 
less serious crimes online. 

Knecht said police will 
continue to expand online 
reporting, 

“The more we can do online 
for folks, the better. And that's 
what they want,* he said. 

Getting out of leases at the 
community stations will bring 
police a small savings, hut it 
will also allow officers to be 
redeployed as resource offi¬ 
cers in junior high schools. A 
pilot project will put officers 
in eight junior high schools 
this fall. 

Knecht is also meeting with 
the superintendents of the 
public and Catholic school 
boards to find 12 schools with 
extra space that will be open 
to police officers as an around- 
the-clock stop-in where they 
can do paperwork and interact 
with students,

Police launched an online 
dashboard through the City 
of Edmonton’s open data 
website Thursday that pro¬ 
vides detailed crime statistics 
and police performance data 
In an interactive way that has 
not been done by any other 
police service in Canada. 

"It's alt about transparency 
and accountability. I think 
people want to know more 
about what their government 
Is doing for them."' said Ste-

“1 think this is a way to 
show them we're accountable 
— we re showing them, with¬ 
out restriction, what they can 
do.

Contre said “crime” is con¬ 
sistently in the Top 5 key¬ 
word searches by people who 
use the city's open data por¬ 
tal. 

The new dashboard gives 
detailed information on items 
including domestic violence 
occurrences, impaired driv¬ 
ing Incidents, traffic injury 
rates, police officer-to-pnpu¬ 
la tion ratio — in addition to 
information that was already 
available, like police response 
titnes and levels of crime and 
disorder. 

Some information was 
posted online previously in 
PL)E format, but police found 
those reports were getting 
little use. 

Users can click through 
different topics in the dash¬ 
board to get descriptions, vis¬ 
ualizations, historical data, 
supporting metrics and links 
to more information. 

SupE. Chad Tawfik with 
the EPS Office of Strategy 
Management Division said 
the dashboard will be use¬ 
ful not only to researchers 
and businesses, but to resi¬ 
dents looking for information 
about their surroundings.

Circadian rhythms could be life or death issue

Circadian rhythms influence 
more than sleeping and eating 
— at least in fruit flies — ac¬ 
cording to a new University of 
Alberta study. 

The study implies internal 
clocks may also have something 
to do with the normal develop¬ 
ment of an organis m. 

“Jn mammals as in insects, the 
circadian machinery is present 


in different tissues," Francesca L>i 
Cara, the study's lead author said 
in a release. “There ls a general 
clock that is in the brain and 
controls the body, however, each 
tissue or organ also has its own 
circadian rhythm to regulate 
different processes." 

Humans with disorders that 
disrupt their circadian rhythms 
can experience everything from 
abnormal sleep patterns to de¬ 
creased immunity, but those 
disorders affect all circadian 
rhythms in the body. 


So, Di Cam and fellow gen¬ 
eticist Kirst King-Jones wanted 
to know what happened if the 
circadian rhythm was disrupted 
in just one tissue, leavingevery- 
thing else intact. 

To do that, they looked at 
fruit fly larvae whose circadian 
rhythms had been disrupted in 
a single tissue — the cells that 
produced steroid hormones. 
1 hey compared them to larvae 
wtio r d had all of their rhythms 
dismpted. 

the larvae who hadn't had 


a specific gene disrupted, they 
stopped growing. 

“The dramatic result here 
was that these animals die as 
larvae — they don't even com¬ 
plete development," Kingjones 
said. "This told us that having 
depleted the one clock while 
the others are still working is 
much worst than depleting the 
docks everywhere — you have 
less damage but more harm." 

The findings could lead to re¬ 
search in how humane pituitary 
glands regulate steroids.

Jason Kenney may have caught 
the eye of Wildrose supporters, 
but those same voters may be 
more loyal to current leader 
Brian Jean than he anticipates, 
according to a ThinkHQ/Metro 
Foil. 

The poll of 1,221 Albertans 
looked at Ken¬ 
ney's approval 
ratings when 
compared with 
other possible 
PC leadership 
contenders. 

It also broke 
down his ap¬ 
proval by ptirty 
support. Those 
who said thev 

if 

intended to vote Wildrose gave 
Kenney a 64 per cent approval 
rating. By comparison. those who 
said they intended to vote PC 
gave him a 60 percent approval. 

In other words, declared Wil¬ 
drose supporters like Kenney 
more than declared PC support¬ 
ers. 

Arid yet, ThinkHQ. President 
Marc Henry asked poll partici¬ 
pants to take part in a mock 
ballot. The ballot assumed no 
merger between the Wildrose 
and the PCs. 

Participants were given the 
choice between a PC Party led by 
Kenney, a Wildrose Party led by 
Brum jean, and the three other 
parries with their current leaders. 

The results had the NDP still 
winning the election with 32 per 


cent of the vote, while Wildrose 
and PCs came second and third 
respectively with 22 and 21 per 
cent of the vote. 

“So you go from a situation 
from where the Wildrose is win¬ 
ning now, by about six points, 
to where Jason Kenney takes 
about 20 per cent of their vote. 
It actually benefits the NDF," 
said Henry. "‘ The whole notion 
of a merger is not a slam dunk 
when you've got 75 per cent of 
Wildrose voters saying, Td rather 
vote for Brian Jean."" 

The mpek ballot results sur¬ 
prised Mount Royal University 
political scientist Lori Williams. 

"I would have thought Wil¬ 
drose supporters would be more 
likely to support Jason Kenney 
than others, but 
here we're talk¬ 
ing about cur¬ 
rent Wildrose 
members prefer¬ 
ring Brian Jean 
over Jason Ken¬ 
ney," she said. 

While Kenney 
had a 64 percent 
approval rating 
among Wildrose 
supporters. Brian Jean had a 90 
per cent approval rating among 
the same group in another re¬ 
cent poll. For Williams, the re¬ 
sults raise questions about the 
feasibility" and mechanics of a 
Wildrose -PC merger. 

“IFBrianJean is in the nrnning, 
he's more likely to hang on to 
the Wildrose support than Jason 
Kenney is," 1 she said. 

This online survey utilizes a 
representative but non-random 
sample, therefore margin of er¬ 
ror is not applicable. 

However, a probability" sam¬ 
ple of this size would yield a 
margin of error of +{■ 2.& per¬ 
centage points at a 95 per cent 
confidence interval.

He said he believes it’s a 
combination of factors: the 
fear of media attention, con¬ 
cerns about losing endorse¬ 


ment, and being seen as a

at the amateur and profes¬ 
sional levels, he added.

weakness. We see heteronor- 
mative activity in the lock¬ 
er room, and use of casual 
homophobia to deride other 
players ,” Wells said. 

However, he said he's en¬

Ference — challenge play¬ 
ers engaging in homophobic 
behaviour. Sports leagues 
and institutions, such as 
the Canadian Olympic Com¬ 
mittee, have also launched 
campaigns and policies to 
promote LGBTQ inclusion 
in sports. 

More allies, he hopes, will 
create systemic change and 
eventually lead to a point 
where being an openly gay 
athlete is seen as “norma]”, 
he said. 


SEVERELY INJURED 

Mom paid 
high price 
to save 
her kids 

An Alberta woman who rushed 
towards a tent to save her chil¬ 
dren from a falling tree branch 
may never walk again, but says 
she wou Id do it again. 

Jessica Dicks, 27, from Atha¬ 
basca says her family was camp¬ 
ing at a provincial park about 
two hours north of Edmonton 
on July 3 when the wind picked 
up and she heard the branch 
crack. 

It was raining and her daugh¬ 
ters, age 6, 4 and 10 months 
were all inside the tent, so she 
raced to save them. 

Then it all went dark and her 
next memory was waking up in 
a hospital bed. 

Dicks suffered a severe spinal 
injury, several fractures, mul¬ 
tiple broken ribs, a crushed 
sternum, a collapsed lung and 
a large gash on her neck that 
needed 20 staples to close. 

Doctors have told her that 
her chances of walking again 
are slim to none, but she says it 
would be worse if it was one of 
her children in a hospital bed.

Mounties tight-lipped 
on foiled terror plot

shrouded in 
secrecy 

The RCMP has thrown a cloak of 
secrecy over many of the details 
around its Aug. 1 i> takedown of 
alleged terrorist Aaron Driver, 
saying investigations are on¬ 
going. 

In the immediate aftermath 
of the incident senior RCMP 
commanders provided a few 
key pieces of the story but put 
off many questions. They said 
investigations into a “stilt un¬ 
folding event" had not been 
completed. 

But the Mounties were dear 
last week they bad no informa¬ 
tion that Driver had any accom¬ 
plices in what they said was a 
pkm to cause mass casualties in 
an urban centre with a home¬ 
made explosive device. 

One week after his death, die 


Mounties remain tight-lipped. 

Cab driver Terry Duffield. 
who was injured in the event, 
is demanding answers to his 
questions. 

Duffield spoke out Thursday 
to say the police put his life in 
danger by failing to warn him as 
be waited in the driveway for the 
24-year-old to emerge from his 
sister’s home in Strathroy, Ont. 

"Why did the police put my 
life jeopardy? They did abso¬ 
lutely nothing to hejp me at any 
time, 1 * Duffield told the London 
free l less. 

The RCMP did not respond to 
a request Thursday for comment 
on LJuffield's concerns. 

The RCMP also declined re¬ 
peated requests over the past 
few days for information about 
the status of the investigation 
into what explosive material 
Driver had amassed, and how 
and where he obtained the ma¬ 
terial. The investigarion is being 
led by RCMP forensics and ex¬ 
plosives experts, said assistant 
commissioner Jen n iter St radian 
last week, tcwstar news service.

The Russian military said Thurs¬ 
day it was ready to kick a United 
Nations call for weekly cease¬ 
fires for Syria's contested city of 
Aleppo, ns haunting footage of 
a young boy’s rescue from the 
aftermath of an air strike shook 
global media. 

'Ihe image of the stunned and 
weary-looklng boy. sitting in an 
ambulance caked with dust and 
with blood on his face, captured 
the horror that has beset the 
war-tom northern city as photo¬ 
graphs of the child were widely 
shared on social media. 

An hour after his rescue, the 
badly damaged building the boy 
was in completely collapsed. 

A doctor in Aleppo identified 
the child as five-year-old Omran 
Daqneesh. He was brought to 
the hospital, known as “MlO," 
on Wednesday night, following 
an air strike by Russian or gov¬ 
ernment warplanes on the rebel- 
held neighbourhood of Qatetji, 


said Ur. Osama Abu al-hzz. The 
boy suffered head wounds but 
no brain injury, and was later 
discharged. 


Rescue workers und journalists 
arrived shortly after the strike 
and described pulling victims 
from the nibble. 


" We were passing them from 
one balcony to the other.” said 
photojournalist Mahmoud 
Raskin, who took the dramatic 
photo. He said he had passed 
along three lifeless bodies when 
someone banded trim the wound¬ 
ed boy. Kasha gave tire child to a 
rescue worker, who rushed him 


to the ambulance. 

bight people died in the strike, 
including five children, accord¬ 
ing to a doctor who gave only 
his first name, Abo Mohamma- 
dum. Many doctors working in 
Aleppo's opposition areas do not 
give their full names for fear of 
reprisals against their relatives 
in government areas. 

A nurse who treated Omran 
said “be was in a daze. 1 ' 

“It was as if he was asleep. Hot 
unconscious, but traumatized— 
lost," said Mahmoud Abu Rajab. 

Medical workers feared in¬ 
ternal injuries, but an X-ray 
and an ultrasound revealed bis 
wounds were superficial. Abu 
Rajab stitched up the child and 
wrapped his forehead and left 
eye in a bandage. 

Orman’s three siblings, ages 
1,6, and 11, and his mother and 
father were also rescued from 
the building. None sustained 
major injuries. 

The powerful imagery re¬ 
verberated across social media, 
drawing to mind the anguished 
global response to the photos of 
Alan Kuiidi. the drowned Syrian 
boy whose body was found on 
a beach in Turkey and came to 
represent the horrific toll of Syr¬ 
ia's civil war the associated ^ress

Cholera 
victims 
need more, 
UN admits 

The United Nations says it needs 
to do "much more” to address its 
own involvement in the intro¬ 
duction of cholera to Haiti and 
the suffering of those affected, 
estimated at more than 770.000. 

Researchers say there is ample 
evidence that cholera was intro¬ 
duced to Haiti’s biggest river in 
October 2Q10 by inadequately 
treated sewage from a UH peace¬ 
keeping btise.TTae United Nations 
has never accepted responsibility, 
and has answered Lawsuits on be¬ 
half of victims in U.S. courts by 
chiming diplomatic immunity. 

UN deputy spokesman barium 
Haq's statement referring to the 
UN’s "own involvement" came 
a step closer to an admission of 
responsibility and was welcomed 
by lawyers for the victims. 

“ This is a major victory for the 
thousands of Haitians who have 
been marching for justice, writ¬ 
ing to the UN and bringing the 
UN to court,"' said Mario Joseph, 
a Haitian human-rights attorney 
whose law firm is leading a claim 
on behalf of 5.000 victims who 
blame the UN for introducing 
the disease, the associated press.

Authorities 
estimate few 
heeded orders 
to evacuate 

Ail - tankers bombarded rugged 
slopes with fire retardant Thurs¬ 
day and a squadron of helicopters 
dropped load after load of water 
to corral a destructive wildfire 
threatening mountain homes 95 
kilometres east of Los Angeles. 

•On the ground, firefighters 
and bulldozers worked to protect 
die ski town pf Wrightwood and 
other areas high in the San Gab¬ 
riel Mountains. 

Authorities 
estimated that 
only half the 
4,500 residents 
of Wrightwood 
heeded evacua¬ 
tion orders. 

The fire has 
blackened more 
than 125 square 
kilometres and was just 4 per 
tent contai ned, with more than 
34,000 homes and some 82,000 
residents still under evacuation 
warnings three days after it erupt¬ 
ed in hot, gusty conditions and 
spread with extraordinary speed. 

After five years of drought. 
Citlifomia's wildlands have seen 
a continuous streak of destruc¬ 
tive and sometimes deadly fires 
this year.

Beware of beauty science

How can I tell if beauty product 
claims are legit? — E., Ottawa 

Here's what I do: I look at the 
label then pop the rvame of the 
active ingredient into Google 
Scholar with the wOros "'system¬ 
atic review" to see if itk among 
the few (tike retinoids, a wrinkle 
remedy), supported by research. 

But usually I don't find much. 
Thais because B.S. (beauty sci¬ 
ence) is rife with exactly what its 
acronym implies, 

Beauty bafflegabbers— blog¬ 
gers, estheticlans, women's 


magazines. Salespeople, even 
my more cosmetic-savvy friends 
— can be very convincing with 
their "facts." They say "You need 
this, it's good for you" so con¬ 
fidently. and they always look 
impeccable, and beauty noobs 
like me can easily be taken in. 

But lately I’ve been pushing 
back and asking these B.S.ers 
"'What's the evidence for that?” 

Their evidence typically con¬ 
sists of appeals to authority and/ 
or celebrity (dermatologists/Chi¬ 
nese healers/Angelin a Jo lie use 
this}, and vague assurances the 


Well, a 2013 study showed 
more tha n BO per cent of claims 
in beauty ads are either false or so 
vague they're meaningless. Don't 
even get me started on clinical 
studies of cosmetics; They rarely 
include more than a handful of 
participants, are done in-house by 
the companies themselves, and 
wilfully use biased methodology. 

There's only one way to navi¬ 
gate this minefield oF B.S, Brush 
up on your science vodab. I re¬ 
cently re-watched Crash Course 
Chemistry and Crash Course Biol¬ 


ogy on YouTube (I forget every¬ 
thing I learned in university). And 
suddenly I've been noticing fla¬ 
grant misuse of technical terms 
everywhere. Example: A wrinkle- 
care mask that exclaims "formu¬ 
lated with peptide!" on the label. 

Peptides are chains of amino 
acids — a.k.a. the fundamental 
building blocks cf proteins, and 
therefore all living things. You'd 
be better off laying a slice oF roast 
turkey on your face.

The foitunes of The Birth of 
a Nation, to be released Oct. 7, 
are very much in flux as the 
details of a 17-year-old rape ac¬ 
cusation are derailing the film's 
expected march into Oscar sea¬ 
son. The Bi rt h of a Nation, co¬ 
written, directed and starring 
Barker, has been celebrated as 
an urgent and important film 
for both an America roiled by 
protest over racial equality. 

and for FI oily- 
wood. which 
is still dealing 
with a divers¬ 
ity crisis. 

But the new¬ 
found atten¬ 
tion on Parker 
has dredged 
up a rape al¬ 
legation made 
against him 
when he was 
a student and 
wrestler at 
Penn State University. Pa riser 
was acquitted, though his col¬ 
lege roommate, jean Celestin 
|who helped create The Birth 
of a Nation) was initially found 


guilty of sexual assault. That 
conviction was later overturned 
when the accuser declined to 
testify for a retrial. 

The case garnered a lot of 
attention at Penn State. Par¬ 
ker and Celestin allegedly ha¬ 
rassed the accuser on campus. 
The incident spawned a civil 
lawsuit by the woman against 


the college with a settlement 
of Si 7.500. But. as %vas first 
reported Tuesday, the accuser, 
after several previous attempts, 
committed suicide in 2012. Her 
brother, identified only as John¬ 
ny, told The Hollywood impor¬ 
ter, “If J were to look back on 
her very short life and point 
to one moment where I think 


she changed as a person, it was 
obviously that point." 

Fox Searchlight on Wednes¬ 
day declined to comment on 
the revelations. On Friday, the 
company said it stood behind 
Parker and the film. 

Now married with five 
daughters, Parker posted on 
his Facebook page late Tuesday 


that he was “filled with pro¬ 
found sorrow" after learning 
the fate of the woman Tuesday 
and regretted that he didn't 
show “enough empathy." 

“While I maintain my inno¬ 
cence that the encounter was 
unambiguously consensual, 
there are things more import¬ 
ant than the law." he wrote. 
“There is morality." 

Where this leaves one of the 
fall’s marque films is an open 
question. Sasha Stone, a vet¬ 
eran Oscar pundit and editor 
ofAwardsDaily.com, says the 
situation is unlike any she’s 
seen before. Though she has 
mixed feelings about the quick- 
to-jadge mob mentality of social 
media, she believes the awards 
prospects of The Birth of a Na¬ 
tion have likely been irrepar¬ 
ably damaged. 

“I don't know how you separ¬ 
ate those details and those ac¬ 
tions from the guy people are 
supposed to be celebrating," 
says Stone. “It's going to be 
hard enough for Nate Parker to 
walk into a room in Hollywood 
now. let alone win awards."

Electronic violinist Lindsey Stir¬ 
ling’s emotional roller coaster 
of a year included the death of 
her best friend and keyboard¬ 
ist and learning that her father 
had cancer. 

Stirling tried keeping busy 
with work instead of dealing 
with her feelings head-on. /aid 
as she began composing new 
songs, things weren't coming 
together. 

“At first 1 was writing the 
most depressing stuff. ... it just 
wasn't very great music „. and 
it didn't have a lot of depth to 
it," Stirling said. “I kind of real¬ 
ized 1 have to process these emo¬ 
tions myself before I can write 
about them." 

Once she gave hereelf time to 
grieve and deal with life away 
from work — which included 
travelling home to Arizona to 
be with family and going to 
therapy — making music felt 
natural again, and therapeutic. 

“3 want to learn how to open 
my heart up more," she said. “A 
lot of times 1 hide from emotions 
by just working and distracting 
myself." 

Stirling, 29, reached that goal 
and came through stronger wiLh 
Brave Fnough, a new album she 
says is her most cohesive release 
yet. She closes the 14-track set 
with the emotional instrumen¬ 
tal track Gavi’s Song, an ode to 
her friend and fellow musician 


Jason Gaviati, who died last year 
after battling Burkitt lymphoma. 

Brave Hnough, out Friday, 
features collaborations with 
Zedd, Weezer's Rivers Cuomo, 
Lecrae, Christina Ferri and An¬ 
drew McMahon. It's the follow¬ 
up to 2014’s Shatter Me, the 
gold-certified album in which 
Stirling wrote about overcoming 
anorexia. It won top dance'elec- 
tronic album at the Billboard 
Mus ic Awards, besting releases 


from Galvin Harris, Avicii and 
Disclosure.

Coming from Sweden, Joel 
Kinnaman has done some 
rolling in snow and leap¬ 
ing into ice-cold water “for 
pleasure." 

So plunging into a hole in 
the ice in a Sudbury. Ont.-ar¬ 
ea lake while filming drama 
tdge of Winter,, opening Fri¬ 
day, should have been easy.

Born in Stockholm to a 
Swedish mother and Amer¬ 
ican father, 36-year-old Kin¬ 
naman lives in Los Angeles 
but says 90 per cent of every¬ 
thing he r s done onscreen 
since leaving Sw r eden has 
been in Canada. 

He may as well be an 
honorary citizen. Like a 
typical Canadian, Kinnaman 
spends time talking up the 
Great White North to those 
unfamiliar with the country, 
explaining, “if Sweden and 
America had a baby, it would 
be Canada." 

Kinnaman first drew notice 
in 2010 when the Swedish 
crime thriller Snabba Cash 
(Lasy Money) hit theatres in 
his homeland. A huge box of¬ 
fice and critical hit at home, 
the movie screened at the 
Toronto International Film 
Festival before a brief theat¬ 
rical lam in 2012. 

Kinnaman's made-in-Can- 
ada credits include the To¬ 
ronto-shot box office titan 
Suicide Squad, where he plays 
elite solider Rick Flag. He 
also shot the 2014 remake of 
RoboCop here and co-starred 
in four seasons of AMC crime 
drama The Killing in Van¬ 
couver, 

He's back to the West Coast 
soon to begin work on new 
Netflix sci-fi series, Altered 
Carbon. 

Kinnaman spoke to the 


Star from L.A. where he 
shared insight into some of 
his characters. 

Edge of Winter 

Kinnaman plays Elliot, a sep¬ 
arated dad not known for 
making good choices. He 
takes his young sons (Hol¬ 
land and Percy Hynes-White) 
on a trip to the woods where 
he hears the unwelcome 
news that he is losing cus¬ 
tody. Mounting desperation 
quickly makes him irrational.

He invited 
me to his show the next night, 
which as it turned out was 
opening for Page and Plant at 
Madison Square Garden!

Wiebe went 
unbeaten in 
four bouts to

ada's first female wrestling gold 
medallist since Carol Hunyh in 
Beijing eight years ago. 

Wiebe defeated Vasilisa 
Marzaliuk of Belarus 3-0 in 
the semifinals early Thursday 
after beating China's Fengliu 


Zhang 5-2 in the quarter-fimils. 
She was an easy winner over 
Germany's Maria Selmaier in 
the opening round. 

"She beat the top sis women 
at last year's world champion¬ 
ship so we knew she had it in 
her, it was getting her to do 
it in this arena.” iter Calgary 
coach, Paul Ragusa said. 

“We had some major words 
that we focused on: grit, disci¬ 
pline, focus, being sharp and 
crisp, and that's what she was 
today.” 

The five-foot-nine Wiebe was 
a bundle of enthusiasm before 
the gold-medal bout, bounding 


into the ring like she was on 
springs. And when it was over, 
the goal reached, the perfect 
day an emotional medal cere¬ 
mony from being over, she first 
grabbed Ragusa. hugged him 
within in an inch of his life 
and then carried him around 
on her shoulders for a victory 
lap of the mat.

Brazil officials say 'no 
robbery was committed’ 



Security footage 
sheds light on 
swimmers’ Mild 
night at Games 

Brazilian polite said Thursday 
that swimmer Ryan Lochte and 
l. .1.5. teammates were not robbed 
after a night of partying, and that 
the intoxicated athletes instead 
vandalized a gas station bath¬ 
room and were questioned by 
armed guards before they paid 
for the damage and left. 

The robbery that was or wasn't 
has become the biggest spectacle 
outside of the Carnes in Rio. 

“No robbery was committed 
against these athletes. They 
were not victims of the crimes 
they claimed," Civil Police Chief 
Fernando Veloso said during an 
afternoon news conference. 

The police account niised ques¬ 
tions about whether it s possible 
Lochte and the swimmers be¬ 
lieved they were victims of a 
robbery. Lochte's attorney has 
maintained that one took place. 
He, as well as Lochte s father and 
agent, did not return phone calls. 

Lochte initially said he and 
Jack Conger. Gunnnr iientz and 
jimmy Eeigen were held at gun¬ 
point and nobbed. Police said ear¬ 
lier this week that they couldn't 
find evidence to substantiate die 
claim, and a judge ordered the 
swimmers' passports held. Lochte 


had already returned to the U.5. 
but the others stayed, and Con¬ 
ger and Bentz were pulled off a 
plane at the Kio airport. 

While some details in the offi¬ 
cial account of the story' changed 
on Thursday — police first said 
no guns were involved, then 
backtracked and said two guards 
drew weapons — security video 
confirmed that the athletes van¬ 
dalized parts of the gas station. 

A gas station worker arrives, 
and other worker's go to inspect 
the damage. Veloso said the 
swimmers broke a door, a soap 
dispenser and a mirror. 

The swimmers eventually talk 
with security guards, who per¬ 
suade them to walk to another 
section of the station, 

As they talk, two of the swim¬ 
mers put their hands up and all 
four sit down on a curb. After 
several minutes, they? stand up 
and appear to exchange some¬ 
thing — perhaps cash, as police 
said — with one of the men. 

A police official speaking on 
condition of anonymity said 
two guards pointed guns at 
the swimmers. Veloso said the 
guards would have been justified 
in drawing their guns because 
the athletes “were conducting 
themselves in a violent way. 1 " 

A station employee called po¬ 
lice. and the guards and employ¬ 
ees hied to get the swimmers to 
stay until authorities arrived, 
Veloso said. But he said the ath¬ 
letes wanted tn leave, so paid 
100 Brazilian reals (about $33 US) 
and 520 in LIS, currency and Left.

Harrison agrees to 
meet with league 


Steele rs linebacker James Har¬ 
rison is willing to meet with
